ting Prieſts were wont to do) I could more eafily have paſſed by, 
than his wionging, perverting & oppoſing the truth of our Prin- 
ciples (though ſeveral of his Reflections are falſe and ſlandetous) 
fot that any-particuler fall ox failings of perſons cannot rationally 
be alleaged to deſtroy principles fallen from, But conſidering the 
divifions that are amongſt Baptiſts, even the Leaders, as to their 
Principles, it might have been ſome ſtop to .
